Shafter has rep orted to the dep art­ 
ment that he can carry Santiago by 
assau lt in forty -eight hou rs.

H e will, howev er, not attemp t 
the assau lt at once becau se his gu ns 
are not all in p osition and becau se 
his own forces are constantly gain­ 
ing in strength while the Sp aniards 
are growing weaker. 


May Not Storm the City .

, S ib o n e y , v ia Kingston, Ju ne 29. 
— On the v ery ev e of the great 
fight which is to take p lace for the 
p ossession of Santiago, the three 
commanders u p on whom dev olv es 
the leadership of the attacking 
forces ex p ress the u tmost confi­ 
dence in the resu lt. 
The three are 
Gens. Shafter and Calix to Garcia 
and Admiral Samp son. 
The army u nder the command of 
the first two has driv en the S p an­ 
iards back u ntil they now rest in 
the trenches abou t the city , in 
which they are to make their last 
stand. 
Before the entrance to the har­ 
bor lie Sam p son’s grim warship s, 
assu ring his share in the coming 
v ictory , and making the escap e of 
rv era’s sq u adron imp ossible. 
(Vhile 
confident 
of 
v ictory , 
Garcia declares that the Sp aniards 
will fight desp erately . 
H e and Gen. Shafter are cam­ 
p aigning together in the u tmost 
harmony . 
It was feared that the 
Cu ban leader might decline to co­ 
op erate with the American forces 
u nless Shafter formally recogr^ed 
the Cu ban rep u blic, bu t when the 
generals met. Garcia, with tears in 
his ey es, took Shafter by the hand 
and said : 
“ You hav e come to 
fight the enemies of my cou ntry , 
and we will serv e y ou withou t 
q u estion.” 
Gen. 
Shafter has this to say 
abou t the situ ation : 
“ The S p an­ 
ish do not seem anx iou s for fight. 
I believ ed that ou r landing wou ld 
be stu bbornly op p osed and that the 
moment we got ashore we wou ld 
hav e ou r hands fu ll.

p rise they are doing ev ery thing to

^n a case like the p resent.

§ hap e we will p robably storm the 
city , bu t something may occu r to 
change this p rogramme and we 
may decide to starv e them.

Sanchez. 
They landed throu gh the heav y 
su rf,lined u p emaciated, half naked 
and in 
some instances entirely 
nu de. 
W eak as they were, they 
stood 
u p p rou dly 
and 
shou ted 
“ Cu ba L ib re !” 
They were v iewed with aston­ 
ishment by the military rep resenta­ 
tiv es of Ru ssia, Germany , Jap an 
and Sweden, who were u tterly at 
a loss to u nderstand the enthu siasm 
of men in their miserable condi­ 
tion. 
The famished men, nearly all of 
whom hav e been macheteras u nder 
Maceo and Garcia 
du ring 
the 
three-v ears’ 
war, 
and 
some of 
whom are v eterans of the ten- 
y ears’ war, were ov erjoy ed to meet 
the American troop s and at the 
sight of food they fell to like starv ­ 
ing men. 
W ith swollen feet and ev ery ev ­ 
idence of long su ffering they cheer- 
fu lly got themselv es in readiness to 
march at once in adv ance of the 
regu lars towards Santiago.

Then Samp son Can Enter the Bay 
After ( erv era's Fleet.

29 '.— The storming of Morro Castle 
is believ ed to be imminent. 
Gen. 
Kent has p ressed forward with his 
div ision and is now occu p y ing a 
strong p osition 011 the Sp anish left 
flank near the castle. 
His men 
hold the railroad there, and the 
American flag flit s from an emin- 
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ence on which it may be seen for 
miles. 
The p osition now held by Gen. 
K ent’s men is one of great stra- 
getical imp ortance. 
W ith the ad­ 
v ance of the div ision and the tak­ 
ing of NIorro castle, Gen. Shafter 
and Admiral Samp son will be in 
comp lete control of the narrow en­ 
trance to Santiago harbor, as the 
defenses op p osite Morro hav e been 
rendered u seless, and the mines in 
the water way can be remov ed 
withou t danger of heav y gu n fire 
from the Sp anish. 
Althou gh Morro has long been 
u nder the gu ns of the fleet, A dm i­ 
ral Samp son has refrained from 
bombarding it. 
First he refrained on accou nt of 
the imp risonment of Lieu t. Hob­ 
son and his men in the castle and 
now he refrains owing to Gen. 
K ent’s men, who are close to the 
castle walls. 
A shell that failed

Admiral Samp son has issu ed in­ 
stru ctions to his men to be v ery 
carefu l in training their gu ns in

ponchas, tents,

poles 
and 
pegs. 
T h e mess 
pans and tin cups were, of course, 
carried in such a w a y as to bum p 
together at every step and the e f­ 
fect w as quite noisy, but not very 
musical. 
Just a day or t w o before,the men 
had been issued shelter fents, or, as 
they call them, “ dog ten ts,” and 
this trip ga ve them an opportunity 
to test their usefulness. 
T h e tent 
consists of t w o pieces of canvas, 
each of w h ich has a row of buttons 
and a ro w of button holes on one 
side, so that when the t w o are but­ 
toned together 
they

double- 
breasted. 
E a ch soldier carries one- 
half of a tent, one tent 
pole and 
four small hickory w oo d pins. T h e 
tents are about three and one-half 
feet high in the center when they 
are up ready for o ccup an cy and 
about six feet across the bottom.
